tho market will bo In operation
before Thnnksslvlnff.

By renting stalls at a nominal figure
to producers only, tho traction odlclals
liopo to encourage a tnigo number of farm-
ers from Montgomery, Hucks nnd other
nearby countlei to sell their fruit, vegeta-
bles nnd poultry direct to tho consumer.
The middleman will bo eliminated and his
profits divided between the pioduccr nnd
consumer.

The farmers expect to chnrge slightly
higher prices than would bo paid for
rnmmlsslon houses, ns the expense of nut
ting "P their products for the retail trado
nnd maintaining tho stall must bo met,
but they hope to hno tho consumer reap
the larger pait of the direct nalo saving.

Ills
ambition Is to bo an orgJnl3t as well
as a scholir. After graduation from Ox-
ford ho will teach Latin and Greek.

Mr Uojil Is a pioduct of Philadelphia's
school system. Ho was educated In tho
J'hlhdclplila public schools and graduutca
from tho Central High School In 1900.

GUILTY OF MANSLAUGHTER

A plea of Involuntary manslaughter In
causing the death of Domlnlck Muzoskl
on May 2, was entered today by
Jozapns Uzdarlnls and Jaduszas Pacells,
Lithuanians, In the Court of Oyer and
Terminer. Judge Senrlo sentenced ench
defendant to ono year In tho County
Prison.

The threo men lived together at 2820
Wlnton street, nnd on the, ilnv In ruina
tion a quarrel arose, lit which Muzoskl
was the aggressor. Ho was knocked to
the floor by tho defendants, but ap-
parently not hurt. He lator went to bed
and was found dead In the morning, tho
cause being hemorrhage.

IDLE STEAMSHIPS HERE
BRING OWNERS NO RETURNS

Vermont Corporation Has $2,000,-00- 0

Investment Anchored.
An Investment representing $2,000,000

In tho steamships Narragansott nnd
Manhattan, bringing no return, Is an-
chored In tho Delawaro River oft Wil-
mington, These vessels were completed
n year ago by tho Harlan & Holllngs-wort- h

Corporation, of Wilmington, for
tho Central Vermont Transportation
Company, a subsidiary company of the
New York, Now Haven and Hartford
Railroad. Because of a difference of
opinion between tho ofllclnta of tho lat-
ter company nnd members of tho Inter-
state Commerce Commission these ves- -

sets have boon compelled to He Idle,
and It Is not expected that they will
be used until next spring.

The Manhattan and Nnrraganeett, ad
mlttedly flno craft of their type, were
constructed to ply between New York
nnd Portland, Sic., over tho Long Island
Sound route. Tho New York. New
Haven and Hartford Company was to
build a spur lino to bring freight and
passengers Into Portland from Interior
points. The Interstate Commerco Com-
mission Interfered and tho project was
held up.

Boats without passengers nnd freight
wcro useless, so tho Central Vermont
Transportation Company decided to keep
the craft hero Instead of at Fortlund,
whero the fresh water would be more
beneficial to them than the salt water
ot Portland harbor. The work of build-
ing V spur lino Is now progressing
nnd u expected to be completed early
In spring.

Tho Nnrragansctt and Manhattan are
sister ships. Each Is sumptuously fitted
for tho accommodation of several hun-
dred passengers. They are 332 feet In
length, 48 feet In width, 66 feet over
guards and 21 feet 5 Inches depth. Their
triple expansion engines can produco
4C00 horsepower.

SHIP HERE TO USE CANAL

First Vessel Sails October 8 for
Pacific Through Isthmus.

With the sailing from this port on
October 8 of the steamship Harry Luck-cnbac- h,

of tho Luckcnbach Steamship
Company, the first direct outward serv-
ice between here nnd the Pacific Coast
via tho Panama Canal will bo estab-
lished. Terminal arrangements for tho
new lino bae been completed with tho
Philadelphia and Heading Itnllway Com-
pany. The vessels will load and dis-
charge cargoes at Pier A, Port Rich-
mond. Tho pioneer vessel of the new
line will reach here about September 30.

Ono week after the Harry Luckenbach
sails the steamship Carolyn Is expected
to reach hero with a cargo of canned
goods, wines and general merchandise
from Pacific Coast ports. The now line
intends to operate a monthly service. It
Is expected that tho lun between this
port nnd the Pacific will take about
19 days

The new sen Ice will augment the
service recently established by tho

American-Hawaiia- n I.lne, which Is now
conducting a passengor nnd freight serv-
ice from San Francisco to Philadelphia.
